Is the Amount a Bank 


Cashier Embezzled. 


SAYS the New Vork Tim-s 
'•It is well worth while noting the 


almost entire disappearance of punched 
stiver coins from circulation in New 
York—if for no other reason, simply as 
an indication of what the public may 
do when it takes a decided stand against 
any one of the minor nuisances that 
continually arise to pester it, even when 
it proceeds to act upon a misapprehen- 
sion of the law by which it is protected. 
A month ago the proportion of light- 
weight coins taken in over his counter 
by a shopkeeper reached about twenty 
in a hundred—nearly all the smaller 
ones had been tampered with—but now 
hardly one in a hundred is going from 
band 'to hand. The officials of the 
treasury announced that clipped or per- 
forated coin was not a legal tender, and 
would oot be received by the govern- 
ment This statement furnished good 
cause for the shopkeepers to refuse to 
accept it in payment, and. backed by 
the action of some of tbe railroads and 
larger restaurants, they substituted for 
the spurious cards others merely an- 
nouncing that punched or mutilated 
coins would not be received. The gen- 
eral public took up the cue, and in an 
incredibly short time hardly any but 
good coins were in circulation. The 
rogues who had been taking a little bit 
out of every silver piece passing through 
their hands found their occupation gone.

Presidential election.

Another Crank at the White 


Hcrasa 


NEW yonK, Oct. 31.—The 
1'ost's 


Newark, N. J., special says: The Dircc 
tors ot' the Mechanics' National Bank, 
the largest bank in Newark, this morn- 
ing announced its imspwskm. A meet- 
ing of the directors was held yesterday 
afternoon, and Cashier O. L. Baldwin 
stated the bank was not in condition to 
pay, and that the liabilities were so 
groat that further attempts to carry on 
business wonld be useless. The direc- 
tors offered to subscribe 1500,000 to 
put the bank in condition for business, 
but the cashier responded that 12,000,- 
000 would not do it. The directors 
then decided to suspend business at 
once. 


Cashier Baldwin was arrested by the 


United States Marshal on the affidavit 
of a director, who charged him with 
confessing to the board yesterday that 
he had fraudulently misused over $2- 
000,000 of iti fund*. The directors 
are in session with closed doors, and the 
wildest rumors are afloat, which arc im- 
possible to verify. No* suspicion is yet 
fait toward any other than tho cashier, 
who had the unlimited eonfioenoo of the 
president and directors. Tho cashier, 
fearing a visit from the National Bank 
Examiner, called the directors together 
yesterday and confessed the terrible 
condition of affairs. 


Baldwin stated voluntarily that about 


the year 1873 he began to make loans 
to C. Nugent & Co., morocco manufac- 
turers, without security or the sanction 
of the directors. 
Having begun, be 


was ia tbe power of Nugent & Co., acd 
eontinned the accommodations, some- 
times loaning them $50,000 in one 
month, till the total increased to a ru- 
inous amount. 
Nngcnt assured him he 


had large property and capital in the 
business, which would make all loans 
good. Nngcnt was well aware he (Bald- 
win) was using the bank's money, and 
always promised to surrender hia prop- 
erty in case of any trouble. Under 
these circumstances tbe loan waa in- 
creased till it reached over $2,000,000. 
The manner in which this was done was 
thus: Nugent would give drafts on 
friendH in New York, which would be" 
credited him as cash, and 
Baldwin 


would use the bank's money to take up 
the dralts when due. The books were 
so falsified as to show the accounts to 
be correct. Finally, however, the loss- 
es were plaoed in the account of tl c 
Mechanics' bank, New York, agent of 
the Newark bank, so that while it ap- 
peared the Newark bank had claims for 
12,060,000 against the New York bank, 
in truth the Newark batik owes the New 
York bank $200,000. This difference 
is almost wholly due to irregular trans- 
actions with Nugent. lie said be had 
speculated very little, and lost nothing 
in that way. District Attorney Kcisby 
sayi New York Can be held liable for 
his part of the transaction, tinder ficc- 
tion 0209 of Ihe United States Revised 
Statutes. 
The rumor that Nugent 


made an assignment to ilay watt prema- 
ture.

o'clock this morning. He showed no 
surprise, and was evidently expecting 
arrest. He said he wonld r.ot give bail 
and he was content to pass hia life in 
prison. -'1 shall never be seen on Broad 
street again," he exclaimed. The busi- 
ness of tbe morocco firm of C. Nueent 
& Co. is slid to amount to over $1,000,- 
000 a jear. They employ GOO men, 
and the weekly pay-roll amounts to 
14,900. "When Baldwin *was before 
us," said a director to a Tribune r«p*rt- 
er," be appeared anxious to make a 
clean breast of tho matter.
